Washington, June 20.-r-The Colom- 


bian congress meets today in special 
session chiefly for the purpose of act- 
ing on the Panama canal treaty and 
making an effort to reform the finan- 
ces of the republic. The last named 
is ~a herculean task. 
The credit of 


the country is down to the vanishing 
point. 
A short time ago one gold 


dollar would buy 22 paper' ones is- 
sued by the Bogata government. 


The United States, however, is in- 


terested only in the.canal treaty. If 
it is not ratified on or before Septem- 
ber 23, it fails. In such an event it 
will be "up to" th«; administration to 
make good its threat to 
build the 


canal without the sanction of the pro- 
posed treaty. 


There are two great forces in op- 


position to the ratification. The most 
important of these is Germany. The 
other ,is a combination, of the trans- 
continental railroads of the 
United 


States. 


The opposition of Germany is in- 


spired by; two motives. 
The first of 


these is that German interests 
in 


Colombia arei^»»o.-mUGh.,-,greater than 
those of the United States that 
a 


German company tiught to succeed to 
the privileges of the French one. The 
other one is the vague hope of the 
Kaiser that by some means or other' 
he will nag the United States into 
giving him a foothold on the Western 
Hemisphere, preferably in tfie form 
of a naval station in the West Inies. 


Both Germany and the railroads 


have succeeded in stirring the Col- 
ombian congressmen into a fine fren- 
zy against the United States, a thing 
never hard to do, but 
ridiculously 


easy since the 
Spanish war.. The 


Spanish»speaking people of South and 
Central America hate Americans. 


It is true tha 
German 
subjects 


have a much greater material inter- 
est in Colombia than American.. Ger- 
mans own the big mercantile houses 
and do nearly all the business. Even 
England has greater interests there, 
In a mercantile sense, than have we. 
The German merchants are opposed 
to the building of .the canal by the 
United States.' They Have 
stirred 


the Colombian editors to such. 
a 


pitch ;tha^ itifj latter. have advocated 
all known methods of killing for Dr^, 
Herran, the Colombian charge d'af- 
faires here, who negotiated~the treaty 
except i that of boiling in, , pH- .. One 
Colombian paper; received here' today' 
advocates droppingihim from the deck, 
of the ship iit he ever returns tp Col- 
ombia and leaving him to he devoured 
by the sharks.

happen. The United States will send 
a lot of men to the Isthmus to begin 
digging the canal or it may enter Into 
a different sort of agreement 
with 


the new Panama Conal company, one 
whereby that company will go ahead 
and finish the waterway, the United 
States furnishing the 
money, 
or

secede from Colombia and «et herself 
up as an independent republic under 
the protection of the United State*.

14. But continue thou In the things 
which thou hast l«arnad and hast be on 
assured of, knowing of whom thou hast 
learned thsra. 


Earlier In tbe epistle Paul had ex- 


horted Timothy to "bold fast the form 
of sound words which he had heard of 
Dim" (1-13). The word "continue" iu 
this verse Is the same word so often 
translated "abide." as In John xv, 7, 9. 
"If ye abide in Me and My words abide 
in you, ye shall ask what ye will, aud 
it shall be done unto you." "Continue 
in My love." Our Lord said again, -If 
ye continue In My word, then are ye 
My disciples Indeed" (John viii, 31). 


15. And that from -a child thou hast 


known the Holy Scriptures, which are 
able to make thee wise unto salvation 
through faith which Is in Christ Jesua, 


He had been well taught by both his 


mother and grandmother (i, o) to be- 
lieve and honor the Scriptures. Blessed 
are all such! This verse reminds us 
of some of Paul's farewell words to 
the elders of the church at Ephesus, 
"I commend you to God and to th'e 
word of His grace, which Is able to 
build you up" (Acts xx, 32). The Spir- 
it of God accomplishes all things by the 
word of God, whether In creation or 
redemption. 
In creation "the Spirit 


moved," and "God said," and the work 
was done (Gen. i). In redemption it is 
the same Spirit and the same word. 


16. 17. All Scripture is given by Inspira- 


tion of God and is profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for instruction 
in righteousness, that the man of God 
may be perfect, thoroughly furnished un- 
to all good works. 


I once saw an earnest Christian 


teacher addressing a congregation, and 
he took the Bible in both hands and 
said, "1 believe every word in this 
book whether I understand It or not" 
His action and nia words have been a 
blessing to me for more than twenty 
years. The Holy Spirit has written 
tbe whole book—the very words of God, 
some words of the devil, some words 
of men—but all for our profit that we 
may know God and trust Him,; that 
we may know the devil and resist him. 
The man of God la the man who, being 
rcdectned^fci, KUUog to be set apart 
wholly for God*(Ps. iv, 3), to live only 
for Him and let Him work out in tbe 
life the works prepared beforehand 
(Eph. 11, lOj'aufl to this end believes 
and appropriates all Scripture, 


Iv, 1. I charge thee therefore before God 


and the Lord Joaua Chrl*t, who ehall 
Jud#e the quick and the dead at His ap- 
pearing and His kingdom. 


In his address to the Athenians he 


spoke of the Judgment and V°e Judge 
as incitements to repent (Acts xvii, 30, 
31). In Rom. xiv, 10-12, he taught that 
believers must, not judge one another, 
because all must stand before the judg- 
ment seat of Christ and every one of 
us give account of himself to God. 
Now, in view of the same great facts, 
ho has a special exhortation for Tim- 
othy which is very much needed today. 


2-4. Breach the word. * • • for the time 


will come when they will not endure sound 
doctrine. 


Well, tbe time has come, and in all 


the denominations, in many theological 
seminaries and in many pulpits are 
professors and preachers who do not 
hesitate to say and teach that the Bi- 
ble is not infallible and prophets and 
apostles and even the Lord Jesus Him- 
self are not always reliable, neither 
Adam and Eve nor Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob were real persons, Jesus 
was not God and there is no atonement 
by substitution. 
These and other 


abominable lies from tbe pit, from the 
father of lies, are freely taught to men 
who are being trained to be preachers. 
It Is a good time truly to preach the 
word, to preach the preaching that God 
bids us (Jonah iii, 2), even though the 
infidelity of so called higher criticism 
would fain treat us as Micalah, son of 
tola, was treated (I Kings xxii, 24-27). 


5 But watch thou in all things; endure 


afflictions; do the work of an evangelist; 
make full proof of thy ministry. 


We cannot be faithful to Christ and 


please Him and have the fellowship of 
those who will not believe God; there- 
fore tbe words of chapters II, 1-4; iii, 
12; John xvl, 1-3; xv, 18, 19, are very 
necessary for us in these days of the 
falling away from the faith, when men 
who ought to live to please God and 
keep the judgment in view prefer to 
please man for the sake of some earth- 
ly preferment.

Though the^recent •outrages per- 
petrated there inevitably create the im- 
pression that Klshineff is In a very 
primitive stage of civilization, such i» 
far from true. Whatever may be the 
character of many Inhabitants and 
however villainous and cruel they may 
have proved themselves, their city is 
very rich in some things that are usu- 
ally considered adjuncts of civilization. 


For instance, the schools are said to 


be very good and there are several the- 
aters, magnificent Turkish baths, large 
markets, especially for cattle and corn, 
and. eighteen or twenty churches. The. 
river Dyk, winding In and out among 
the hills and crossed by ^several 
bridges, with the fertile fields lying In 
the low part of the town, presents a 
picture, the travelers-say, far from un- 
pleasant.* The population is something'' 
between 110.OOO and 120,000 and la 
growing Jateadily. The railroad :from 
Odessa to Jassy. In Rournanla, passes 
thr6ugb Klshineff, .which is only about 
120 miles northwest of the former city. 
Klshineff is the -seat of the archbish- 
opric of Bessarabia- and has an eccl^si- 
astical seminary with nearly 1,000 stu- 
dents, besides a college and several 
secondary schools.
